Claims 7, 9, 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

For clarity and/or definiteness, it appears that -on said one half— should be inserted 
after "part" (Claim 7. line 9), that "a" (claim 9, line 4) should be deleted, that -the— 
should be inserted after "bending" (claim 10, line 3), that "of (claim 10, line 3) should be 
-in-. 

All claims should be revised carefully to correct all other deficiencies similar to the 
ones noted above. 
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Applicant cannot rely upon the foreign priority papers to overcome tliis rejection 
because a translation of said papers has not been made of record in accordance with 
37CFR1.55. See MPEP§ 201.15. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

Claims 7. 9, 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly anticipated 
by Shima et al (US-6702216) (note the PCT publication). Note supported part/pressed 
means/flection 67 which includes a coil inherently having several bends up and down, 
and spring supporting part 24. 

Claims 7, 9, and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
EP 924702. Note at least figures 16A. 16B, 19, 24a-d. and 51a-b.
